Alleged That He Killed Adao

An argument which started in a li-

common where he and Siamao had gone 
to settle a dispute which aroae over a 
statement made by Bremo concerning' 
Siamao's nephew.

FRANCE, Sunday, April 7 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—On the front 
north- 


vest of Toul, Friday night, the Oer- 
natis attempted two raids, but both 
fere repulsed.

I have sought to learn from those 


who spoke for Germany whether It 
was justice or dominion and the execu- 
tion of their own will upon the other 
nations of the world that the German 
leaders were seeking. They have an- 
swered, answered 
in 
unmistakable 


terms. They have avowed that it was 
not justice, but dominion and the un- 
hindered execution of their own will. 


Her statesmen have said that they 


wished peace and were ready to dis- 
cuss its terms whenever their oppo- 
nents were willing to sit down at tha 
conference table 
with them. 
Their 


military masters, the men who act for 
Germany and exhibit her purpose in 
execution, proclaimed a very different 
conclusion. 


Ye cannot mistake what they have 


done—in Russia, 
in Finland, 
in the 


Ukraine, in Roumania. The real test 
of their justice 
and fair 
play 
has 


come. 
From this we may judge the 


rest. 


They are enjoying- in Russia a cheap 


triumph in which no brave, gallant na- 
tion can long take pride. Are we not 
Justified in believing that they would 
do the same things 
at the 
western 


front If they were not faco to face 
with armies whom even their countless 
divisions cannot overcome? 


If, when they have felt their check 


to be final, they should propose favor- 
able and equitable terms with regard 
io Belgium and France and Italy, could 
they blame us if we concluded that 
they did so only to assure themselves 
of a free hand in Russia and the east? 


For myself, I am ready, ready still, 


ready even now, to fliacuss a fair and 
just, and honest peace at any time that 
it is sincerely 
purposed—a 
peace In 


which the strong and the weak shall 
faro alike. 
But ttie answer, when i 


proposed such a poace. came from tho 
German commanders in Russia, and I 
cannot mistake

tie of the Marne. Whether Gen. Foch 
will be able to strike such a

against the concentrated power of the 
enemy, remains to be determined and 
upon this will depend the final out- 
come of this struggle and perhaps the 
termination of the war.

done in Lowell in the past to promote 
school 
garden 
work. 
Supt Molloy, 


Miss Alice T. Lee- and the Middlesex 
county bureau did excellent work last 
year. 
The Normal school girls also 


gave material aid and were always 
freely assisted by Principal Mahoney, 
who encouraged 
the work 
in 
every 


way. 
Supt. Molloy has this year or- 


ganized a school garden committee 
with Miss Lee as vice-chairman and 
supervisor, and one volunteer .teacher 
or supervisor from each of the larger 
grammar schools. 
In this way, it is 


intended to 
ha-vet general supervision 


and control of the garden in charge of 
the pupils during the summer season. 


The failure of school gardens in the

ization Inasmuch a« this would greatly 
help to bring1 successful results. In 
irnany parts of the middle and western 
states this plan was adopted and proved 
very successful last year; 


"*• was In Lexington, Ky., last week 


and saw their two great parades and 
mass meetings of children in aid ot 
school g-ardon work* One of them was 
ct two thousand colored children in tlie 
forenoon antl another In tho afternoon 
of five thousand white children. 
The 


latter, said Mr. Weed "was the most In 
spiring spectacle I hare ever seen. The 
procession was two miles in length and 
composed of children from tho third 
grade up through the ,hl&h school, all 
carrying banners with hoasi syacles and 
rakes held above their heads, IndicfcUuK

"I find to my chagrin that parts of 


the south and many states of the middle 
west are ahead/of New England In vari- 
ous kinds of school garden work. T sin- 
cerely :hopo, however, that-Lowell will 
be one of the leading elites of the coun- 
try In the work of the United States 
School Garden army. I find that the 
conditions hero this year are very fa- 
vorable and that the prospect cf success 
is most encouraging. Under the various 
committees I have mentioned I have no 
doubt that the movement will be carried 
to the highest success, but let it be re- 
membered that the committees and or- 
ganizations In charge should be banked 
up by the co-operation of the entire 
community." 


This movement has been cordially en- 


dorsed by governors and school officials 
throughout the country. It is an effort 
to unite all the pupils in a great na- 
tional organization that shall do a great 
work in growing food at home and in 
making the schools more efficient in. fit- 
ting pupils for their later work.

LOWELL WOMAN'S CLAIM FOR COM 


PEXSATIOX DEXIED BY INDUS- 


TRIAL ACCIDENT BOARD

STATE HOUSE, Boston. April S.—The 


Industrial accident board has denied tho 
claim of .Mrs. boretta F. McDonald fot 
compensation for the death of her hus- 
band. James McDonald, formerly an em- 
ploye of the Lowell Gas Light company, 
on the ground that she has 
failed 
to 


substantiate her claim that ho died of 
feas poisoning. 


The matter was heard by David T. 


Dickinson, a member of the board, in 
tho city hall at Lowell on Feb. 27, and 
he has decided in favor of the Employ- 
ers' 
Liability Assurance corporation, 


Ltd,, which had insured the Gas com- 
pany against accidents. The insurance 
company was represented by Gay Glea- 
son as counsel, and Mrs. McDonald had 
J. Joseph Hennessy as her counsel. 


It appeared in evidence that McDon- 


ald was tho operator of a telpher or 
traveling crane, in tho yard of the Gas 
compnny, and that In moving tho tel- 
pher about the yard he came, at one 
point, \vlthln about GO feet of tho top of 
a chimney, which also waa about 40 feet 
above the ground. It was tho conten- 
tion of Mrs. McDonald that on July U 
last, when her husband wn.i taken sick 
at the company's yard and wan brought 
home In an automobile, tha wind blow 


chimney to lilnt In
